Under MPEP § 713.04, in response to the Interview held 10 November 2005 between 
applicant's attorney of record, Matthew T. Welker, and USPTO Examiner James N. Smalley, 
applicant submits the following remarks. Examiner has agreed that the proposed Amended Claim 

5 Language of Claim 10 as attached to the Interview Summary is sufficient to overcome the claim 
rejections based on 35 USC § 1 12, second paragraph. Examiner also suggested that Applicant 
submit a "combination claim" where the preamble narrows the claims to a specific combination of 
the lid engaging a container with a rolled bottom edge in efforts to further narrow the claim 
language to overcome what Examiner described as a "crowded art". Applicant's attorney invited 

10 the examiner to schedule any additional interviews necessary to ensure accurate and acceptable 

claim language so that a second office action allowance can be generated with no further changes or 
amendments necessary if this response successfully traverses the 102 and 103 rejections. 
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
